REVEALED ON OBERLIN DEED 


As a matter of interest and a reminder of the early attitude 


of tbe pioneers of Oberlin College regarding the question of slav- 
ery, 
a deed on file in the recorder'*- office at the court house sheds 


considerable light. 
It was discovered while a young lady was 


bearchiug the records while making an abstract. 


The deed m question was given by Asa Mahan, the first pree- 


iaent of Oberlin College to Phillip Livingston, and is dated July 
22, 1S42. 
The consideration is $750 and it disposes of a piece 


of O'berlm property. 


Directly opposite President Mahan's signature is inscribed 


these words enclosed in a pen and ink circle representing a seal: 
"I envy neither the head nor the heart of the man who can de- 
fend slavery on principle." 


After the signature of his wife, Mary H. Mahan enclosed in 


another circle are the woras: 
"Are not all men brothers? 
How 


can one be the slave, the property of another'.'" 


As many times as the records have been gone over, this Is the 


first time that these inscriptions have been discovered. 


Oberlin was the seat of the anti-slavery movement long before 


the v, ar, and it was such men as President Mahan and his good 
wife, that hastened the freedom of the slave in this country.
